THE TRANSPORT BILL. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir A. Griffith-Boscawen, in moving the second 
reading of the Forestry Bill, which has already 
passed through the House of Lords, said that 
Portugal was the only European country that 
was as sparsely wooded as this country. The 
amount of land under timber in the United 
Kingdom was only 4 per cent; im Belgium it 
was 17, in France 18, in Germany 25, in Russia 
37, and in Sweden 40. Both in peace and war 
we were very great consumers of timber. and 
92 per cent. of it} was imported. There was an 
immense acreage in this country—about 
5,000,000 acres—suitable for planting with tim- 
ber, and it was proposed now to make a serious 
national effort to cope with the situation. There 
would be one central forestry authority, to deal 
in 2 comprehensive manner with the whole ques- 
tion, with three Assistant Commissioners for 
Scotland and Ireland. There would also be four 
consultative committees to advise the Forestry 
Commission and assist the central authority. 
It was proposed in «he next ten years to plant 
20.000 new acres, and to replant 5,000 acres, 
and during the same period a sum of £3,500,000 
would be paid out of the Consolidated Fund 
for the purpose of afforestation. 

Mr. Hogze opposed the bill. While agreeing 
that nothing would contribute more to the re- 
population of large areas in Scotland than 
afforestation, he said that it must be in associa 
tion with land settlement and agricultural ae- 
velopment. This bill set up a centralised and 
extraordinarily expensive bureaucracy, which 
would take from Scotland the control of one 
of its largest industries. He wished to 
strengthen the Boards of Agrieuliure so that 
they could deal with afforestation in conjunction 
with land settlement Ar a time when the 
whole tendency was towards devolution
